It is always surprising to the 
| parent to discover at what an early 
age the well-fed baby stops waking 
at night to be fed. The ones who 
{continue night feedings are those 
whose nutritional needs are not 
satisfyingly fulfilled and those who 
developed an inflexible habit of 
eating at night. 

Mrs. F.W.D. says she ha® just re- 
cently run across the column, As 
she is a mother for the first time, 
jshe now is interested in it 

“My problem,” she writes, “con- 
cerns the night feeding of my baby 
who is just six weeks old, I have 
been told I should break him of the 
2 am. feeding as soon as possible, 
Just how do you do this? 

You do it by not waking the baby 
for any night feeding but let him 
set his own hours, Then, when he is 
satisfied to sleep through the night 
he will do so, Until such time he is 
entitled to be fed if he wakens and 
wants to eat 

Once he has been put down at 6 
or 7 p.m. with his last feeding of 
the day, let him sleep. You will 
probably find his tencency may 
be to sleep five or six hours, in- 
stead of just four. Then, after a 
tummy-filling meal at this time, 
he will sleep again until close to 
6 a.m. If he waken at 5 a.m. rec- 
ognize that having slept so long 
he needs to be fed and don’t try 
to make him wait until 6 a.m, You 
can get back on the time schedule 
by 10 a.m. 
| Babies who have ample nourish- 
ment seldom want to eat at night, 
} though this tendency does not show 
up always as early as the sixth 
week. In fact it is around three 
months that babies, if left alone, 
| may sleep through the night. 
| At first it may be the 10 p.m, 
| feeding that is skipped, then later 
lit will be both of them. All of this 
depends upon their daytime nour- 
ishment and upon this practice of 
letting them sleep at night until 
they waken of their own accord
